Priority of Dominion or of Property is 
the Debate, and the Afferters of the firft 
bring the Scripture for Evidence, Gem..1. 
26. Where God gives Mak the Dominion 
over all she Earth, €c.—I fhall trace no for- 
mer Schemes here, but offer my own 
Thoughts, and leave it to avy impartial 
Confiderer. 

TO ME, Pardon me, Gentlémen,:J im- 
pofe upon no Man's Fudgment 3 But, TO 
_ ME, it feems plains that neither in this 
Text nor in any other, is there the leaft 
Power of Government, fach as we are now 
treating of, Geputed to Man, and all thétis 
meant here er in thz 28% Verfe,amoun's to 
no more than the very Gitt of Property I 
have fo long iolitted on——And for thisiet 
me examine the Tcxt- 

Gen, 1.26. And God faid, let us make 
Man—And les THEM bave Dominion 4 a 
meer deputed Right of Puffefion given to 
Man, and to his whole Pofterity over the 
whole Creation And the Defcrip:ion 
of it explains the thing ——~Let them 
bave Dominion, that muft be 48 of them 5 
over what? Over she Fifh of the Sea, the 
Fow! of the Air, and every living thing that 
movetbh upon the Earth—This is atu Deed 
of Conveyance of the g:neral F rim, the 
World, and every Frecholder to thi. Day 
conveys this full Deminion, as compleatly 
as is exprefs’d in the firft Grant, when he 
éither fells, gives, grants or bequeaths to 
‘anothers and f rewembera Srant of an an- 
tient Mannor fiom the Crowa of England 
yons thus : 

1 Richard she King, grant and give to my 

Couzin Thomas of Waftling ; then tol- 
lows the brief R-citil of the Lands, 
Caftles, &c. with Fowl and Flock, Hare 
and Brock, Stick and Stock, &ce 

In Englifo, this is with full Dominion o- 

tthe Fowl, Fith, and every living thing 
Qhae moveth within the faid Mannor. 

The Compurifon may be thougbt mean, 
but it fuits the Cafe ——Anid the next, 
Words facther «xplain the Meaning of chis 
Do.ninion, v.29. God bad shen created the 
Man, and bl ffing bim, repeated the Grant, 
v. 28, Be fruitful, and multiply, and replenifh 


the Earth, and fubdue it What is this _ 
buc a Grant of Property—And a Licenfe — 
to his Pofterity to take Poffetnon uf every — 
partof it——For by V2rtue of this Grant, it 
was lawful, and doubrlefsis ftill, tor any of 
Adam's Pofterity .o feize upon, “and pofl-{s 
as his own,any partof the Creation ct God, © 
not inhabited or poffeis’d beture—An@ Pri- 
ority of Poffeffion is a juft Right of Propere — 
ty, finceevery Man has ia this Graaca full — 
Doeminion over all the reft. 

If the Grant gave a Right only to Adem, — 
then cc uld no Man legally poff any part 
of the World, but by a Deed of Gitt or 
Sale from him, or fome of his Pofterity 3. 
whereas ‘cis plain, ifI {cize a Piece of Land 
never poffefs’d before, 1 hold of no body, 
but of God, and the 282b, Verfe of this 
Chapter is my Deed of Inheritance. 

I then my prior poffeffing auy part be 
my jaft Title againft ali other Poff. ffcrs or — 
Invaders,then muft Property be antec. dent 

To go farther, I ¢an find no Footfteps of 
any oth:r Dominion, that ever God gave 
to Adam or tu Noab, than of this over the 
vegetative aod fenfiti:< World; as to Do- 
misjion OVER ONE ANOTHER, which 
is teh:t we are upom, it is not fo much as — 
m. ntion’d or printed at All the real 
D.. minion given to Adim, that I meet with, 
was over his Witt, and thac was a part of 
the Curfe ; for they were Equals before ; 
had God a him any Imperial Autho- — 
rity, it could not have been {c remarkably 
Te, eh Ge DNS cori 

aw, left, this inion of Property 
fhould be miftakeo for an Eotailupon Adam 
and his eldeft Branche: only, “tis faid, let 
Uy give 1 HEM, Duminion, and every Man. — 
inthe World, it proportion to his Proper= 
ty, hasequal Duminion by this Grant over 
the whele Creation tu this day: Ifnur, he 
that went to Sea to fifl,. might have his — 
Fifh taken away by any Man that next met 
bim, fyr want of a Titie tothemfaperiour 
to that of-Poflefhon,: :

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Government is an Appendix of Nature, 
one of the firft rational Diétates to Man 


from his Underftanding 3 "cis: form’d in the 


Soul, and therefore of Divine Original ; he 
would ceafe to be rational; when he ceafed 
to live regularly; and if twenty Men born 
in the dark, and that had never known 
Men or things, were fet on Shore in an 
Hland, where they had no body to imicate, 
and fiothing to do but to live 3 the firft 
thing they would apply toby the Light of 
Nature after Food, would be to fettle Go- 
veroment among them.

And thus when the Sons of Noab and 
their Sons divided the Nations, the Patri- 
archal pene Monarchy, Lagree, was.
